as to provide fuel for current use 
to public utilities and public insti- 
tutions. 

Coal cars are defined not to in- 
clude flat-bottém gondolas' with 
sides less than thirty-six inches 
high, inside measurement, or cars 
equipped with racks, or which on 
June 19 last had been retired from 
the coal movement and stenciled or 
tagged for other service.

Germans to Yietd 


To Coal Ultimatum 
Of Allied Powers 


German Ministers at Spal 
Will Agree to Try to De- 
liver 2,000,000 Tons of 
Coal Monthly. 


PLAIN “YES” OR “NO” 
DEMANDED BY ALLIES 


And When German Min- 
isters Saw Allies Were 
in Earnest They Yielded. 
Allied Premiers in Good 
Spirits. 


Spa, Belrium, July 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Premiers Lloyd- 
George and Millerand will see Dr. 
Walter Simons, the German foreign 
minister, and hand him their re- 
Ply on the coal question. 

The reply, which was agreed upon 
this afternoon, is Virtually an ulti- 
matum and the Germans must re- 
Ply “yes” or “no” by 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning as to whether they 
will deliver 2,000,000 tons of coal 
monthly. é' 

Germans te Accept. 

The German ministers are dis- 
posed to accept the note of the al- 
lies and to answer in the affirma- 
tive tomorrow without qualification. 
A formal decision will be taken in 
the cabinet council in the morning, 
but the attitude of the ministers 
tonight is that the agreément is 
as good as made. 

This also is the view of Premier 
Millerand. 

Dr. Simons, the German foreign’ 
secretary, said he had an hour's 
conversation with Premiers Miile- 
rand and Lloyd-George, in which 
they Wiscussed the essentials of the 
allied reply, the text of which will 
be -delivered later. Dr. Simons was 
measurably reconciled to the a!- 
lies’ solution. Tension is greatly 
relaxed at German headquarte:s 

‘Premier Lloyd-George seemed ‘to 
be in good spirits this evening, but 
when asked by a correspondent if 
he thought the Germans’ would ac-. 
cept, said: ~ 

“I cannot say.

—Women soldiers 
have taken up positions for the 
defense of Vilna. They have been 
assigned to an eight-mile front. 

All the women are equipped witn 
American boots and are being fed 
partly by the American Young 
Women’s Christian association. 
They are under the command of 
Madame Goerze, who fought with 
General Pilsudski against the Rus- 
sians and who also operated last 
year with the women uring the 
siege of Lemberg. 

Commander Goerz is 26 years old. 
She contends that women can hold 
their ownt along side the men, even 
in the front line. Madame Goerz

MORE U.S. SOLDIERS 
RUSHED TO LAREDO 


Mexican Insurgents At- 
tacked Monterey, But It 
Is Claimed They Were 
Repulsed—Disorder Ap- 
parently Growing in Re- 
public. 


San Antonio, Texas, July 15.—The 
United States army garrison at La- 
redo is being reinforced following 
receipt of information of hostilities 
across the border, it was announc- 
éd at southern department head- 
quarters today. Four airplanes car- 
rying battle equipment were sent to 
Laredo today and the machine gun 
company of the 37th infantry was 
ordered to return to Laredo. 

Mexicans Are Warned. 

Washington, July 15.—Both sides 
in the disturbances in the vicinity 
of Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, have been 
warned by American Consul Rob- 
ertson not to shoot across the 
American border. The consul re- 
ported to the state department to- 
day that he: had received a letter 
from General Ricardo Gonzalez, a 
nephew of General Pablo Gonzalez, 
Stating that he had called for the 
Surrender of Nuevo Laredo and ad- 
vising foreigners, including the con- 
sul and other Americans, to cross .

* »to the level of party organization. | 


It ceases to be a sovereign when it' 
appeals to that which ig less than. 
Sovereign. Why should the state; 
request the executive committee of 
a political party to submit a propo- 
sition to the vote of the members of 
that part? If it should make this 
request of one party, why not ofr 
another? The state has the power 
to make laws, and its laws are ada- | 
dressed to all of its people, not to} 
party m&mbers. 

“The state has the means of tak- 
ing the sense of its citizens on any 
question which it may desire to 
submit to them. It is to rob the 
State of its sovereignty to abdi- 
cate this function to a political 
party. Especially is this so as to 
a vote which has for -its purpose 
the amendment of the constitution 
of the state. The method of taking 
this vote has been pointed out by 
the constitution itself. Of course | 
when one method is, pointed out, 
that excludes all others. 

Sanction of Law. 


“When a voteis tobe taken which 
is intended to work an amendment 
to the constitution, it should at 
least be protected by the sanction 
of the law. You are not asked to 
enact a law by gs tg the pro- 
posed resolution. general pri- 
mary. act does not deal with any 
Such subiect. If the question were 
submitted, it would be wholly out- 
side of the law and quite beyond 
the protection’ of the law. 

“We have sometimes heard of the 
initintive and referendum. I doubt 

you have ever heard of both the 


Act. et, that is what is proposed 
here. If the proposition to remove 
the capital*® were adopted in the 
propose’ primary, it would not be 
vw; nor could the. legislature 
the law.

Borrest Adair, dean of the real 
estate men of Atlanta, who, has 
been a realty and rental agent in 
this city for more than forty years, 
was a speaker for the opposition. 
He ridiculed the slight attendance 
of the protestants at the hearing, 
saying that he judged from the 
glowing advertisements in the 
newspapers and from the fact that 
the hall of the house of representa- 
tives had been chosen for the nee 
ing, that a large crowd of protest- 
ing renters would be on hand. Mr. 
Adair said that the present rentals 
are the result of a swing of the 
pendulum back from 1913, when 
prices went far below normal tin 
Atlanta. He also declared that ir 
the bills before the committee were 
passed it would result in a complet. 
cessation of building houses for 
rent. 

Aaron Kravitck, an attorney from 
Savannah, who admitted that he 
was the designer of the rent com- 
mission and companion bills, spoke 
as representative of the Savannah 
tenants. He cited several instances 
of rent profiteering in his home 
city, and pictured the need for leg- 
islative relief to the committee. He 
exhibited several letters and noti- 
fications of rental increases from 
Savannah rental agents to stréength- 
en his arguments, oupshat ae that 
rents had been increased in that 
city in many instances more than 
100 per cent. 

He charged also that. tenants in 
Savannah were intimidated, being 
afraid to attend meetings of pro- 
test on pain of being evicted. He 
said that he had been served with 
notice to vacate his office because 
of his connection with the anti-rent 
profiteering movement. . 

Savannah Woman Speaks. 

Mrs. T. C. Bargeorm, of the Sa- 
vannah Woman’s club, was granted 
permission by the committee to give 
the information that a place in Sa- 
vannah which rented two years ago 
for $25 per mdnth now rents for 
$200 per month, andeto ask Aaron 
Kravitch if it is not true that ten- 
ants in that city are obliged to 


make repairs. 

E. M. Horine, president of the At- 
lanta Building Owners’ association, 
spoke against the measures, briefly 
citing figures from the United 
States Housing corporation to show 
that there is practically no return 
on rental property.

Rosser Leads Fight. 

Luther Z. Rosser, principal speak- 
er for the opponents of the meas- 
ures, spoke vigorously against 
adoption. He said that the ques- 
tion was one of purely business, 
and that no amount of excitement 
of youthful exuberance would set- 
tle it. Mr. Rosser challenged state- 
ments that were made by opposing 
attorneys that tht New York rent- 
profiteering bill had been. upheld 
by appellate courts, and asked that 
he be shown the decisions. This 
brought forth a controversy  be- 
tween himself and Judge Newt A. 
Morris, in which a reference was 
made to the Leo Frank case, and 
which caused Mr. Rosser to declare 
with heat, “Yes, I thought ou 
would inject that into this hearing. 
It shows the spirit of the ve- 
ment, the strife and the bitteliess 
and the demagoguery that mdeérks 
the spirit here.” 

Mr. Rosser said that the attack 
upon the property holders of the 
state in the bills before the com- 
mittee was a blow at the sacred- 
ness of the contract and pictured 
with irony a commission “headed 
by Jim Key, with the power to 
vitiate every rent contract in this 
city.” He said that it was foolish 
to pick out the real estate owners 
to make a fight upon as profiteers, 
when he declared figures show them 
to be the least of all profiteers.

100/Counties Will Join in

He 
states that the entire highway law 
will be contested through all the 
courts, and it is likciy that the mat- 
ter will be brought up in the gen- 
eral assembly.

IN ATLANTA 13 LOST 


Failure of Qualified Males 
to Register Loses County 
and State Big Sum. 


That the county and. state are 
losing approximately $100,000 in 


revenue annually on account of 
the failure of about 40,000 Atlan- 
-tans of voting age to qualify in the 
city elections, was the opinion of 
county and city officials who have 
gone over the recent census fig- 
ures.

Stripped of Sails, Defender 


Resolute Is Forced to Leave 


FirstRace forAmerica’sCup ~ 


Sandy Hook, N. J., July 15.— 
Great Britain gained her first toe- 
hold in sixty-nine years on the 
America’s cup today. when Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s challenger, Sham- 
rock IV., won the frst race of the 
1920 regatta after the defender Res- 
olute, had been forced out of the 
running by an accident to her rig- 


ging. 

The challenger must win two more 
races out of a possible maximum 
of fowr if she is to achieve Sir 
Thomas Lipton‘’s dream of taking 
the bottomless pewter trophy back 
to Britain. Resolute must win 
three out of four to'retain the cup, 
which has been in possession of the 
New York Yacht club since 185). 
The second race will start at noon 
Saturday. 

Shamrock IV.’s victory today was 
in the face of what had seemed cer- 
tain dcfeat. esolute had taken 
the lead at the start and held it by 
an ever widening margin until, as 
she swooped within half a mile 
of the turning mark, 15 miles from 
the start, spectators on the great 
fleet of pleasure craft saw her 
great area of bellying canvas 
shiver and begin to sink, flutter- 
ine down her gast. A sudden gust 
had snapped er throat halyard, 
and a second later the jaws of her 
gaff were shattered beyond repair. 

Attempt te Repair. 

Captain Charles Francis Adams, 
II., sent two men aloft to repair 
the damage, while the stricken 
yacht limped slowly around the 
turning mark nearly five minutes 
ahead of Shamrock IV. A few mo- 
ments later, however, the men de- 
scended, reported the extent of the 
damage and Captain Adams gave 
the order that furled Resolute's 
mainsail and gave the race to hSam- 
rock IV, 

When Resolute was seen to be in 


Lipton’s colors drew swiftly up to 
the _steam yacht Victoria, rom 
which Sir Thomas wags following 
the progress of his challenger. 
Many yachtsmen __ believed Sir 
Thomas was ordering Shamrock IV. 
to fail to cross the finishing line, 
making it no race. A statement he 
issued later ‘aid this was his ini- 
tial impulse, but that he had been 
persuaded by his companions to 
permit Shamrock’ IV. to finish, as it 
was felt that construction and stur- 
diness of the contender should be 
taken into account in determininz 
the issue as well as comparative 
skill of the rival crews. 

Shamrock sailed down toward the 
finish line unchallenged, without 
setting extra sails. 

Great Fleet Attended. 


A great fleet of excursion boats 
steamed along on both sides of Lip- 
ton’s yacht to give her welcome as 
she sailed over the finish line a 
winner. Far astern and withdrawn 
from the race came the Resolute in 
tow of a tug, her mainsail hanging 
limply and uselessly over the boom 
and with only two headsails flying 
to keep the sloop’s nose out of the 
water. . 

The finish was surrounded with 
sightseeing craft that grouped 
themselwes around the committee 
boat to see the first Lipton chal- 
lenger to win a race for the Amer- 
ica’s cup in these waters. The Irish 
baronet needs only to win’ two vic- 
tories more to insure him the suc/ 
cessful lifting of the cup. F 

The next race is set tor Saturday. 
July 17, when it is expected ths 
Resolute will have completed her 
repairs to her throat halyards. In 
the event that the Resolute cannot 
complete her repairs Saturday in 
time for the next race, committecs 
representing the two clubs shall de- 
termine what time she shall be ai- 
lowed to make her shipshape agaii, 
but such time is not to exceed four 
weeks. 

More than one hundred °* craft.

But Resolute was 
to show, between the start of the 
race and the time she was forced 
out, that for sailing weather such 
as today’s she needed no handicap. 
The fifty-eight seconds start she 
had gained at the outset had been 
widened to.nearly five minutes be- 
prone wae ep haed to furl her 

mainsail an 
groan drop out of 
Sir Thomas Disappointed. 

A victory that was not earned 
is the way Sir Thomas Lipton, 
Owner of the Challenger, summed 
up today’s race. 

[ am _ exceedingly sorry that 

Shamrock won through a fluke,” 
he said, “and I would much prefer 
not to accept the race. I am cone 
vinced by my friends, however, 
that such a course would not be 
for the best intérests of yachting 
and that it would tend to set a : 
precedent whereby a premium ~~ 
could be placed on faulty or ; 
slight construction. 
a “I lost a race myself,” he added, 
through a fluke—the breaking of 
a sail—and I know that the Amer- 
ican people sympathized with me. 
I can say positively that it is no 
pleasure or glory for me to win a 
race through a fluke. 

“Today was a bad day for a 
race, with squalls and calms and 
rain. Resolute did exceedingly well 
and made a fine showing, but with 
a good, steady, breeze Saturday I am 
convinced that my Shamrock will 
ceme out a winner.” 

Sir Thomas viewed the race from 
the steam yacht Victoria. 

The Resolute will be ready to 
meet the Shamrock IV., on Satur- — 
day for the second race in the 
American cup match.
